Her 
message to clerks and teachers fol- 
lows: 


As you know, the state potato show 


is held at Stevens Point this week. 
Several officers of local potato asso- 
ciations, who are school board mem- 
bers as well, have suggested that It 
might prove educational and benefi- 
cial to pupils in the rural schools to 
attend this show. I heartily agree to 
this suggestion, for our state course of 
study instructs us to make the teach- 
ing of agriculture as practical as pos- 
sible. Certainly, nothing more prac- 
tical in teaching the potato industry 
could be given, than the impressions 
they will receive from viewing trie 
exhibits and listening to expercs dis- 
cuss the subject. 


If teachers will cooperate wrth the 


echool boards and accompany 
their 


pupils to the show, they may well 
count this a day taught, providing tne 
school boards so desire. 


I would not make this suggestion, 


did I not feel that this is really an 
opportunity for our boys and girls to 
see the best potato exhibits In tne 
state.

Th 
barns were quickly enveloped in flames 
and little could be dono to prevent tho 
blaze by neighbors who were called 
to help. The Orlos farm is some dis- 
tance away from neighbors, which ac. 
counts for the fact that aid did not 
come sooner. 


Twenty tons of hay in the barn, to 


getlier with a quantity of grain, was 
also burned. Fifty chickens in > the 
chickoh coop were the prey of the fire. 


Stock is Saved 


Three horses and six cows in the 


barns were taken from the buildings 
before the fire gained great headway. 
The fire burned all through the night. 
and was still moldering in the ashes 
of the buildings this morning. 


Orlos and his wife and five children 


spent the night at the home of a 
neighbor. 


The loss was fully covered by insur- 


ance with the G. W. Hein agency of 
Stevens Point.

The $300,000 asked by the board of 


normal regents for a new building in 
Stevens Point, included in the re- 
gents' budget of .f5.000.OUO which Was 
approved at Madison Monday, means 
a renewal of the fight for H new train- 
ing school building here. - 


The board of normal regents two 


years ago, approved of a proposed ex- 
penditure of that amount for an Iden- 
tical purpose, but the request was re- 
jected by the state legislature. Stev- 
ens Point is now again seeking this 
appropriation.

Long Gauntlet to Run 


There will bo a long gauntlet to 


run if the regents and the Normal 
school here are successful this tine. 
Approval of the building project by 
the regents is but the first step. The 
budget, including the $300,000 asked 
for this city, goes to the state board 
of education next. If successful there 
it in passed on to the state board of 
public affairs, then to the joiat fin- 
ance committee of the legislature aad* • 
finally to the legislature itself. 


Need of the new building ia de- 


clared by President John F. Sims of 
this city to be greater now than; it 
was two years ago, due to larger en- 
rollment and l»ck of building facili- 
ties in which to expand. With tte eon* 
atruction of a new training ae^o3l 
building on the school's campus here, 
the training department, of wnich 
Prof. A. J. Herrick is director, would 
be boused under a separate roof* This 
.would make available its present 
quarters in the Normal building: for 
other school work.

"\Vhy have supervising teachers? 


Hecuuse we are continuing to move 
out of the- old into a bigger, better 
kind of education for country boys 
and girN, Because duties !ind respon 
sibilitii-s centering in the county su- 
perintendent's oflice lay too great de- 
mands for any one person to meet 
unaided. Because many of the teach- 
ers in rural schools are young and 
inexperienced, urn! are looking for 
help. 


"Under the activities of the super- 


vi«ing teacher we may include the fol- 
lowing: School visitations (to Individ 
ual schools, ami directed observation, 
whero several touchers visit a rural 
school with the supervising teachi*1 
and then have a conference); Satur- 
day group meetings, county institutes, 
reading circle meetings, regional con- 
ferences cf 
supervising 
teachers. 


Male conferences called by the state 
department, fairs nnd exhibits, com- 
munity work, county contests, prepar- 
ing suggestions for seat work, out- 
lines of subject matter to supplement 
manual, examination of text books, 
visits to rural training courses, stand- 
ard tests, checking over teachers' les- 
son plans, making of charts, graphs, 
posters, over age studies, and any oth- 
er work the county superintendent 
may direct. 


''A rural course graduate has her 


mind filled with rosy visions of all 
the things she will do when she bo- 
gins teaching. When she comes into 
the schoolroom, she faces grim reali- 
ties, and her dreams are shattered. 
She becomes discourage^ and the pu- 
pils do not receive a square deal. If 
nt this time, she may have the assist- 
ance of the supervising teacher, she 
may recover her enthusiasm and prove 
successful. 


"Many districts in Wisconsin are 


operating one room rural 
schools 


with enrollments of three to fifteen 
pupils. In the school year of 1021- 
5J- six schools in Portage county had 
a daily average attendance of less 
than eleven pupils. With larger en- 
rollments, the cost in maintaining 
these schools would have been prac- 
tically the same. It is difficult for 
any teacher to arouse much interest 
in classes composed of one- or two 
pupils. The -solution of this prob 
lem in most instances is transporta- 
tion to au adjoining school or ad- 
joining district. The cost to the dis- 
trict would include tuition and the 
cost of transportation.
